MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Second Legislative Assembly : 


UNEXPECTEDLY called to act as the chief civil officer of the 
Territory, and to address you at the moment of my return from 
the Atlantic States, afteran absence of some months, I am not-so 
well prepared to speak as I could wish to be. I shall be pardoned . 
if I do not treat of the affairs of the Territory with that elaboration 
which, under other circumstances, you might expect. The past — 
year, the second of our civil government, has been one of-marked 
and gratifying progress in our-material prosperity. We are steadily 
advancing in the important work of opening, occupymg, and direct- 
ing this new and opulent country.. In this central region such 
changes have been wrought, such triumphs won, within the briefest 
time, as are the result only of American energy and enterprise. 
Where travel seemed impossible, we have inviting roads; this thrifty 
capital.town succeeds the rancheria; the fertile valley is cultivated ; 
the tunnel, the shaft, and the mill prove the’wealth of the metallic 
hills, and, with the court, the press, and the school, sound the on- 
ward and irresistible march of civilization. Much has been done 
within the past year to familiarize the people, both of the Pacific 
and the Atlantic States, with the tempting field which our Territory 
offers to settlement and to investment. The affluence of our lodeg 
of gold, silver, and copper; the extent of our agricultural, pastoral, 
and timber lands ; the salubrity of our climate, need but to be under- 
stood abroad to insure us a large population and. unlimited capital. 
Arizona has heretofore been judged by the Gadsden Purchase, the 
district below the Gila River, which, although confessedly rich in ` 

precious ores, and abounding in tillable valleys and pasture lands,

_ must be cohsidered in connection with the Colorado River country, . 
and this fresh and inviting interior region, in order to form a just 
and. proper estimate of the Territory. Those unacquainted with 
-either of these three main and natural divisions, are incompetent to 


speak of Arizona as a whole. Taken in its entirety, there is, in my - . 


judgment, no mineral region under the.American flag so well adapted 
to healthful and agreeable residence, or better caleulated to quickly 
and generously repay the efforts of industry and enterprise. 


LEGISLATION. 


The wheels of civil government are now in smooth and active mo- 
tion throughout the Territory... The: various county organizations 
are complete, and the offices, temporarily filled by the appointment 

_ of the Governor, are occupied by men chosen directly by the people. 
Comparatively little. legislation will be required at your hands, and, 
I presume, your session will not-be of long duration. The code of 
laws adopted by the first Legislative Asser bly i is now before the 
“people | in convenient form. It is based ‘upon the codes of New 
York and California, was carefully prepared, and is widely com- 
mended as-simple, practical, and complete—more: so than that of 
any other of the Territories. You will, however, notice a few ob- 
vious omissions and contradictions, which you will supply and recon- 
cile, but it is my advice that you attempt no considerable change in 
its provisions. The propensity commonly manifested by legislatures 
for amending, repealing,.and reénacting the general laws, leads to 
great confusion and uncertainty in them, and gives rise to frequent 
and unnecessary legislation. The general statutes should only be 
amended when there is a radical defect to be remedied, or an abso- 
lute good to be accomplished thereby. 

The disposition to special legislation is also a common mistake of 
legislatures. A young and growing commonwealth, like our own, 

undoubtedly requires more legislation ‘of this character than the 

+. older. States, but the objects sought to be gained thereby are, in a 

-large majority of. instances, ‘equally attainable under general laws.. 

Where the objects sought to be reached bya special act fall mani- 

‘festly within the scope of some general-law already existing, or which 


2 
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might be. passed, it is, in my opmion, the duty of the legislature, in 
the one case, to leavé them to be accomplished under the existing 
statute, and in the other, to devise a general law meeting the case 
in question, and all others of a similar character. In this manner 
it would seem that not only a large and unnecessary expense might 
be avoided, but also the evil results of special privileges and mo- 
nopolies, ich the species of legislation complained of tends to beget, 
might be averted. 


THE MINES. 


The consideration of our most important interest, that of opening 
and working our immense deposits of the valuable ores, will prop- 
erly occupy much of your time. The discoveries of the past year 
seem fabulous to those familiar with the richest mineral districts in 
" the world.’ . The newly found lodes surpass those before known, both 
in size and in wealth, and the magnitude of the metallic resources 
of the Territory becémeés every day more obvious and astounding. 
The mills erected vithin the year in this central region, so recently 
snatched from the savage, confirm the previous tests of the ores, and 
show that many of the veins will pay from the surface, while the fa- 
cilities for operating are admitted to be unsurpassed. upon the Pacific 
coast. 

The chapter of the code which treats of the registry and govern- 
ment of mines and mineral deposits has been generally approved, 

_ both in and out of the Territory, as affording timely and valuable 
protection to-the discoverer, the owner, and the operator, but, pre- 
pared in haste, it has some inconsistencies and ambiguities in sev- 
eral provisions, to amend which may prove advantageous. ` Your 
superior knowledge of the views and wishes of the people renders it 
unnecessary for me to particularize the modifications required. I 
will not do more than to suggest that: ‘measures to simplify and pop- 
ularize, rather than to repeal the law, or to change its main features, 
will, from my observation, result in the highest good. | 

From my recent-interviews with mining. capitalistg, both in, San 
Francisco and in New York, I am more than ever persuaded that . 
uniformity in the oradi, and a legal authentication of titles, 
should, as far as practicable, be secured. While we jealously guard 
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the well eared. rights of the miner; we must afford security to the 
capitalist—ever timid and exacting—without whose aid the wealth - 


of the Territory, however vast and apparent, cannot be made avail- 


able. A liberal course with those who are able and willing. to fur- 
nish machinery for the reduction of the’ ores, is not only advisable, 
but in the end will proye greatly to our benefit. What we sacrifice 
now will, through the working of’ the mines and the consequent im- 
provement of the Territory, be returned to us with abundant 
interest. 

Tt was well suggested to the first Assembly, by. my predecessor, 
that the regulation of the mines by laws which are equitable, adapted 
to their peculiar situation, and calculated to secure the development 
of the mineral, would remove one argument for the interference of 
the Federal Government.: Such interference, prompted by a desire 
to hasten the payment of the war debt, is now more likely than ever 
before, unless the utmost care is taken to make it unadvisable.. In 
the last Congress a proposition to sell the mineral lands was stoutly 
urged, and there is danger that, ignorant pf the probable results of 
such a measure, it may be followed up until successful. From this 
standpoint, and it should be’ the-best, I can foresee nothing advan- 
tageous to the public interests, but much to the contrary, as the 
probable result of a law which, however well meant and guarded, 


' must give a monopoly to capital and speculation, and greatly retard 


the development of the mines.. If Federal legislation is inevitable, 


- rather let it be to give to the pioneer, who risks his life in the dis- 


fa 


covery of the precious quartz, the fee to his claims, than to force 
him from them and from the country by adding to their cost. There `. 
is reason to believe that such a step might produce the result sought 
by the Government—the increase of the national revenue ; the other 
certainiy would not.. 


AGRICULTURE. 


I cannot too strongly urge you to encourage the pursuit of agri- 
culture. - It has been-a common impression without the Territory 
that, while our mineral lands were exceedingly`rich and extensive, 
we were quite destitute of arable acres, and could never raise meat 


- and bread, even sufficient for a limited population. This has arisen 
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from the persistent misrepresentation under which Arizona has suf 
fered. It is now known that no mineral territory has a better pro- 
portion of tillable and pastoral lands, while the climate, saving in the - 
extreme altitudes, is such as to promote the luxuriant growth of all l 
cereals, vegetables, and fruits. For cattle and sheep the grass of 
the valleys, plains, and foothills is nourishing at all seasons, and it is 
the opinion of herdsmen of wide observation that-no better grazing 
country has ever been found. Mining, however rich the placers or 
the quartz, can seldom be made lucrative where provisions have to ` 
be supplied from a distance. The plow and the sickle must keep 
company with the pick and the mill; and here, where, in almost. 
every instance, we have ‘in close proximity to the mines valleys easy 
to irrigate, and of the richest soil, the work of the gardener and the 
farmer cannot fail to prove profitable, and should not be neglected. 
` The experiments of the settlers eastward from Prescott, upon the 
. Verde, and at Walnut Grove, upon the Hassayampa, as well as 
those of the ranchmen near Prescott, during the past year have 
abundantly proven the agricultural capacity of this central country. 
I have not seen finer grains and vegetables than have been grown 
here; and while it was supposed that in all cases irrigation would 
be necessary, there are instances where goéd crops have been raised. 
without a drop of water beyond that furnished by the spring and 
summer showers. As the Apache is driven back, our settlers will 
be able to cultivate thousands where they now occupy scores of 
acres, and the tame Indians will greatly increase the size of their 
farms. Together, they will not find it difficult to supply food at low 
prices for a dense population, and my confidence in ‘the future of 
the Territory is based upon this good prospect as much as upon the . 
extent and excellence of its miner al resources. 


FRIENDLY INDIANS. 


The condition of the numerous tribes of friendly Indians resident 
within the Territory will be a subject of interest to you. From the 
report of the Superintendent of Indian Affairs, just made to the De- 
partment of the Interior, a copy of which I have received,-I learn

that the Mohave and Yumas have cultivated the Colorado bation 
during the year to a considerable extent, and with fair success. 
The Yavapais, or Apache Mohaves, have been induced to move 
“from this county to the Colorado, below La Paz, where, under the 
guidance of an experienced white farmer, they planted various crops 
during the last season, but at so late a day that they partially failed. 
The experiment, however, has demonstrated the practicability of the 
reservation and-irrigating canal at Half Way Bend, approved by 
Congress on the suggestion of our late efficient delegate. Owing to 
the dearth of food these Indians, and all the tribes upon the Col- 
orado, are restless, and by their recent conduct, although they show `. 
no disposition to leave the reservations, have given the whites some 
cause of alarm. 
. The Chimehuevis and the Mohaves, and the Nolar and Pah- 
: Utes, from the Colorado above El Dorado Öañon, have lately been 
at variance, and have had one or two pitched battles upon a small 
scale, but no serious disturbance is apprehended. The Pah-Utes 
are much disposed to steal from.the whites, and may have to be se- 
verely dealt with. Of the Moquis but little is known. Their coun- 
try i is so far out of the ordinary lines of travel that no communication 
is had withthem. The Hualapais now chiefly live upon the line of 
the Mohave and Prescott road, and are orderly and may easily be 
kept so. The Cocopas, Maricopas, Pimas, and Papagoes are re- 
- ported as producing good crops and being comparatively content, 
Their friendly relations with the whites are never disturbed, and 
now that thé Maricopas and Pimas have formally’ joined -us in the 
war against the ‘barbarous Apache we owe them particular cónsid- . 
eration. It is the opinion: of the Superintendent, in which I heartily 
concur, that every.. reasonable means should be taken to retain and . 
strengthen the friendship of the péaceably inclined Indians through- - 
out the Territory. The Superintendent asks of Congress the setting 
aside of two additional small reservations upon the Colorado—one at 
` a point thirty-five miles below La Paz, and another in the Mohave ` 
Valley, below and near to Fort Mohave. He asks a much larger 
appropriation from Congress than has heretofore been placed at the 
disposal of‘ the Superintendent, and it would seem needful, the 
amount giveh hitherto being wholly inadequate to render effective 
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aid to the Colorado Indians alone. The appropriation for the canal, 
and other improvements necessary to properly prepare the Half 
Way Bend Reservation, was lost in the last Congress, but will doubt- 
less be voted this winter. If we continue to drive the aborigines 
from their homes and hunting grounds we should make liberal pro- 
vision for their sustenance, especially when they are disposed to 
friendship and industry, and may, with little instruction, be made a 
producing people. Itis unfortunate that the expenditure of a prin- 
cipal part of the annual Congressional appropriation has to this time 
been made in the Hast by parties evidently wholly ignorant of what 
is suited to the needs and improvement of the Indians. What-can 
be a greater farce than the sending of brass bracelets and pewter 
rings to stalwart men and healthy women who are in need of bread 
-and clothing? Let the plow, the scythe, the wagon, the loom, and 


‘ the needle be furnished. Let labor rather than indolence be en-. 


couraged, and the friendly red-skin—albeit the task be tedious— 
may here be transformed, as he has elsewhere been, from. a burthen 
and an annoyance to an aid; from worthlessness to worth; from a 
source of expense to one of revenue. 


THE APACHE. 7 


For the relentless Apache by whose bloody hands so many of our 
patient pioneers have fallen; whose hostile presence is, and has 
been the chief obstacle to the growth and development of the Ter- 
ritory, utter subjugation, even to extermination, is admitted as a 
necessity by all who are familiar with his history and habits, and 
the more speedily it can be effected the more humane it will be. 
Tt is necessary to the prosperity of every interest of the Territory. 
It is the primary and all important work to which our attention must 
be given. Since the organization of the civil government much 
has been done both by the civil and military expeditions to cut off 
and destroy this wily savage, and there can be no doubt that his 
strength has been -seriously impaired, but his infernal spirit is not 
broken, and as I speak the town is filled with reports of his recent 
raids and murders. . Although much must be allowed for the degree 
of exaggeration which seems inseparable, both here and abroad, 
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from the reports of his outrages, it cannot be denied. that they are. 
so frequent and successful, although seldom occurring west of Pres- 
= as’ to cause alarm to our people and seriously to deter emigra- 

' The First Assembly enacted a bill to contract a loan to meet 
ie expenses of raising companies of citizen rangers to wage a‘per- 
sistent war, but upon the arrival of the commissioners, created by 


- the act, in San Francisco last spring, they became satisfied that the 
bonds proposed to be issued could not be negotiated as required 


by said act. “Moreover, they were informed by the General com- 
manding the military department of the Pacific, with which Arizona 


is connected, that-a large increase in the number of troops in-the - 


Territory would at once be made. + Arizona was created a separate 
military district under the command of -a -competent General, and 


early in the summer troops began to arrive. They have been well 


distributed throughout the Territory, and various new posts have 


-been established in the heart of the Apache country, but owing to 


a lack of supplies, until recently, but little fighting has been done. 
Those most familiar with the country dnd with the obstacles with 
which the military have to contend, award the General command- 
ing much credit for what he has already achieved. A campaign 
against the-Apaches, involving movements from all parts of the Ter- 
ritory, isnow begun with the promise of good results; its operations 


“will cover the belt of country an hundred miles or more eastward 


from Tuscon and Prescott, and extending from the Sonora line to 
the Little Colorado. It has hitherto been the fate of our military 


commandants to have their troops taken from them upon the eve-or 
during the progress of nearly every campaign against the Apache ; 


forts have necessarily. beén.abandoned at the most critical moment; 

and the best devised plans have been interrupted to the great dis- 
couragement of our population and:the manifest emboldening of the 
Apache: It is now feared by some that the order to discharge all 
the volunteers in service upon the Pacific coast will lead to the with- . 


` drawal of our troops at the time of their greatest efficiency, but E 


tasty 


have reason to know that the: volunteers will‘not-be removed until 
spring, and then only as the regulars, who, owing to the. close of the | 
war, are no longer needed in the East, are brought here. This-will 
enable the General commanding to prosecute with rigor and with- 
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" out interruption, the offensive operations now well begun, and which 
are necessary in order to the safety and satisfaction of the people. 
Even those who think the Apache will ultimately accépt a reserva- 
tion, agree, that if is a first necessity that he should be soundly and 
impressively whipped—and made to understand the’ power of the 
government against which his hand has so long vogi raised. 


THE ARIZONA REGIMENT. 


Under authority of the War Department my predecessor began, 
early in the summer, the origanization of a regiment of Arizona yol- 
' unteers, to serve for a year and to aid in the subjugation of the 
Apache. Some four companies, including one of Maricopa and one 
of Pima Indians, were mustered in, when an order to suspend fur- 
: ther recruiting was received. These companies, now stationed -at 
different points in the Territory, will take part in the present cam- 
- paign and will doubtless render good service, as any. are familiar with 
the country and with Indian warfare. 


+ 


SURVEYING. 


The combination of Arizona’and New Mexico in one surveying 
district, is, in the judgment of our people, false economy, and cal- 
culated to prove highly inconvenient and unsatisfactory. During 
- the last spring, the Surveyor-General examined various portions of 
the Territory and, as I am informed, recommended to the proper 
department at Washington the propriety of beginning.a survey of 
our agricultural and timber lands. As I have not received a copy 
of his report, and he has no representative in the Territory, I am 
- unable to furnish definite information concerning his plans. It is 
the united desire of our -people that you recommend to Congress 
the re-instatement of Arizona as a separate surveying district. 
However efficient the Surveyor-General of New Mexico may be, it’ - 
is not reasonable to suppose that, having his office at a distance of 
some hundreds of miles, through an uninhabited country, he can 
prompily and properly direct the work here required at his hands. 

The mineral treasures which underlie our soil, prodigious as 


I 
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they are oni to be, are, nevertheless, as yet but i in the infancy. 
of their development. A portion of the Territory, as large as the _ 
State of New York, is. yet wholly unexplored by the white man. 
The propriety of petitioning Congress for a geological survey will’ 
be among the‘subjects that will come before you for your consider- ` 
ation. In addition to gold, silver, and copper, lead, zine, iron, cin- 
nabar, alabaster, and marble, extensive deposits of lime and of rock 
salt, the latter in a state of crystalization and of a very superior 
quality, have lately been found within our borders. A geological 
survey would largely benefit the agricultural interests by disclosing 
the different character of soils and their adaptability to certain 
crops; would in a measure determine the extent of our mineral ` 
wealth ; point out the different kinds of rocks and veins, and their 
respective positions ; give an intelligent direction to mining enter-. 
prises, and furnish a mass of useful scientific information, accessible 
to all, which cannot otherwise be- obtained.

COLORADO RIVER. — 

Corsica in the practicability of kaani the Colorado River 
at all seasons, as far as the new settlement of Callville, one hundred - 
and forty miles north of Mohave, is rapidly increasing, and it is 
thought that for a great part of the Utah trade it will prove the 
most expeditious and economical channel. This fact, with the im- 
‘portance of the river to our own convenience, prompts me to sug- ° 
gest a renewal of the memorial to. Congress, adopted by the First „ 
Assembly, praying for a small appropriation to remove the few 


k obstacles which impede the i and endanger the sately of 


steamers. . 

The opening of: the copper mines at Williams’ Fork, Olive City, « 
‘and other points upon the river, to which considerable attention has 
_ lately been given, and which is likely to prove highly profitable, will | 
afford a never “failing supply of return freight for all vessels that 


`, may ascend the river. 


We should encourage, so fira as in our power, the proposed estab- 
lishment of lines of steamers from San Francisco and Acapulco to ` 


_ the mouth of the Colorado. The présent communication from the 
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former port, by sailing vessels, is tedious and unsatisfactory, and 
. the importance of a.connection with the New York)steamers (via 
Panama) at Acapulco is too obvious to require comment. It would 
enable our merchants to furnish goods ata little beyond Atlantic. 
prices and afford the emigrant from the East a direct, speedy, and 
comfortable entry into the country. It would make Tucson, La Paz, 
and Prescott almost as near to New York as San Francisco, and 
remove a popular prejudice against the Territory—its inaccessi- 
bility, and the cost of getting here. 


THE PORT OF LIBERTAD. 


For the accommodation of the southern part of the Territory, 
the acquisition of the port of Libertad, upon the Gulf of California, 
is a matter of the first importance, and, whatever the controling © 
power in Mexico, it should be negotiated for at the earliest practica- 
ble moment. Its accession, with that part of the State of Sonora 
which lies between it and our present line, would give new life and 
consequence to the region below the Gila river, and be largely ben- 
eficial to the whole Territory. 


A NEW COUNTY. 


The towns of St. Thomas and St. Joseph, on the Mudäy River, 
the former near-its junction with the Virgin, and the latter twelve 
miles from that point, and both within a distance of forty miles north 
of Callville, upon the Colorado, now contain quite a population, and 
the whole country is rapidly filling with an agricultural people, 
chiefly from Utah. This growing part of the Territory solicits a 
separate-county organization, the county of Mohave being too dis- 
’ tant for convenience. While I do not look with favor upon a rapid 
increase of counties, owing to the attendant expense to the people, 
T am disposed to recommend this proposition as well worthy your 
consideration. The agricultural region between Callville and the 
Utah line (which line is yet but vaguely known, and for the survey 
of which it would be well to renew the memorial of the First 
Assembly) is perhaps one of the choicest in the Territory. The. 
lands are fertile and well watered, and the climate is favorable to 
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the growih of tobacco, sugar, and cotton, anole staples have, during 
the past year, been grown in considerable quantities. The distance 
from the settlements to Great Salt Lake City is hut four hundred 
miles, over a road generally good: Stage communication is already 
established from the city to St. George, one hundred miles north of 
St. Ahomas, 


WAGON ROADS. n 


Of the various road companies chartered by the First Assembly, 


only the Mohave and Prescott. Company has applied to the Gov- 


ernor for the’ appointment of a commissioner to ascertain and report ` 


whether said company has complied with the provisions of its char- 
ter. Such commissioner was appointed by-my predecessor, and, hav- 
. ing reported favorably, authority was given to commence the receipt 
of toll on the eighteenth day of September. T have just passed 
over the road, and noted. with satisfaction the large amount of work 
` performed by the company. With the additional expenditure of a 
- few thousands of dollars it may be made an excellent thoroughfare. 
. The-example of this company should stimulate the corporators of 
the other existing companies to-immediate action. -The opening of 
roads, overAvhich passengers may travel with speed, and: goods be 
economically transported, is of the first consequence to the Terri- 
tory. It is due to the public that in the granting of new charters, 
if such are asked for, it shall be required that’ the-construction of 


the proposed roads be entered upon and corhpleted with the least - 


possible delay. Nothing should be given to men who, destitute of 
public-spirit and indifferent to the needs of the Territory, seek to 
monopolize valuable privileges for speculative ends. The explora- 


tion of a direct road from Prescott to Denver I consider a matter “ 


worthy of encouragement. I have little doubt that such a road 
may be found, and it will lessen the distance between the two-points 
about one-third, and-put us‘in quick land communication with the 
Eastern States. s = 


' MAILS AND COACHES, _ 


.. Since the suspension of the southern overland mail, at the begin- 
ning of the war, we have had neither post route nor post ofice 


j 
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within the Territory until during the present year. The routes now 
established, from Los Angeles to Prescott, from Prescott. to Santa 
Fé, and from Tubac to Prescott, are highly acceptable, but at least 
two others are required for the public convenience—the old . 
southern route, and one along the Colorado, from Fort Yuma to 
Callville, there to connect with one to Great Salt Lake City. It 
would be well to petition for their establishment, and also for more 
frequent service upon those already existing. We suffer greatly for 
the want of coach communication with California and New. Mexico. 
If the sums received by the mail contractors are insufficient to war- 
rant them in placing coaches upon their-routes, it is to be hoped 
that some of our enterprising citizens will take the matter in hand. 

Thousands of persons, both in the East and in the West, eager to 
visit our mines and examine our country, are prevented by the gréat 
cost of private transportation. Until well conducted lines of coaches 
are established, we cannot look for a great increase of population, 
nomeves tempting. our mineral wealth. 


THE COURTS. 


The return of the Chief Justice and the arrival of the new Asso- 
ciate Judge for the First Judicial District, will henceforth insure 
‘the regular holding of the United States Courts throughout the 
Territory. In view of the inability of these Judges to reach Tue- 
son in time to hold the first term of the Supreme Court directed 
by the code to be held at that place upon the first Monday of the 
present month, and of the desire of the legal fraternity for an 
immediate organization of said Court, you will be asked to alter the 
` provision of the .code so as to authorize the first term to be held 
forthwith at Prescott; a request with which you will doubtless 
comply. 

PLACES OF CONFINEYENT. | 

While the respect shown for law by our mixed and undisciplined 

population is highly gratifying, and the number of offenders pro- 


portionately small, there is a demand for places of confinement for 
the few (chiefly the victims of bad whisky) who ¢reate disorder 
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and are held for punishment. Tt has been suggested that a special 
tax should be levied by the respective counties for the erection of 
proper jails. At present: the officers of justice find it difficult to 
. retain their prisoners.“ 


SCHOOLS. 


The chapter of the code relating to education provides, that : as 
soon as there shall have damia sufficient funds, and.a neces- 
‘sity therefor exists, the- Legislature shall provide for a system of 
common school education, at the public expense, and may at any ` 
time authorize a tax.to be levied by school districts for the support 
of schools, until such system of common school education shall be 
established. An act of the First Assembly appropriated certain ` 
“gums to the towns of Prescott, La Paz, Mohave, and Tucson, to be 
paid by the County Commissioners. So-far as I have learned, 
advantage of this act has only been taken in Prescott, where-a 
school has been well sustained during part of the year. -I am 
inclined to think ‘that the existing provisions for schools in various 
parts of the Territory are now sufficient. As the population of the 
Territory increases, amendment—may be needed and will doubtless 
be provided: - 


THE REVENUE. 


` The financial condition of the Territory demands your careful 
attention. It is only by the practice of the strictest economy that 
we can keep from debt, while the population is sparse and the tax- 
able property inconsiderable. I commend to you the axiom of 
Cicero as no less forcible now ‘than in his age: “ Economy is of 
itself a great.revenue.” 

The. annual report of the Territorial Treasurer shows that the 
present sources of revenue have been inadequate to the payment of 
the current expenses of the Territory. In addition to the expenses 
of the year, the interest upon most of the bonds authorized under 
sthe act to provide for the contingent expenses of the Territorial 
Government, will have to be paid early in the ensuing year. These 
amount to but fifteen thousand dollars in all, and the interest must 
be punctually met. They tover all the indebtedness of the Terri- 
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tory, excepting what is owing on the expenses of the present year. 
The Treasurer suggests that a property tax be levied in order to 
sustain the credit of the Territory.. I would propose that the 
receipts for the sale of the Territorial mining claims be henceforth, 
and until our finances are in a better condition, diverted from their 
original destination to the payment of the current expenses of the 
Territory.« These, with all the counties organized and the taxes 
regularly gathered, will, 1 believe, furnish the requisite porenMe, if 
no unreasonable indebtedness be incurred. 

Doubt has been expressed as to the legality of the provision of 
the mining law requiring the setting aside of the Territorial claims, 
and in some instances parties have refused to recognize them, which 

' has depreciated their value and interfered with the sales made by 
_ the Territorial Treasurer. In the opinion of the Attorney General 
‘of the Territory, the ,provision is strictly legal and the titles given 
by the Treasurer are in every particular valid. I have instructed — 
the Attorney General to bring suits against all persons attempting 
in any way to a mg Territory of the benefit of these claims. 


STAY LAW. 


Complaint is made in California and elsewhere of the act of the 
First Assembly to provide for stay of legal proceedings on foreign 
indebtedness: While its provisions are reported to be much more ` 
sweeping than is the fact, 1 am of the opinion that its retention | 
upon our statute books can be productive of no good, is unneces- 
sary, and may tend to the injury of our credit abroad. ' 


THE CAPITAL. 


a . 

In order to secure. means wherewith to erect permanent and 
adequate buildings for the uses of the Territorial Government, it is - 
necessary that the site of the capital of the Territory be definitely 
fixed. It is the custom of Congress to make such appropriation 
_ Only when the question of location is positively settled. The need 
of a moré commodious and comfortable structure than that now 
occupied, is keenly felt by your honorable bodies, and is admitted 
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by all the ovale: ‘The promptest action upon’ the question con- 
sistent with the exercise of good judgment and the consideration, 
so far as possible, of the present ‘and prospective interests of our 
_ entire population, should be had. It is my earnest hope ‘that this 
question, which in other Territories has proved prolific of vexation - 
and animosity, may here-be disposed of in a spirit of kindness and 
good feeling. The popular voice will tell you, should you be inclined ` 
to act at the present session, where the majority think a permanent 
site should be chosen; ; and it must be borne in mind by the people 
that whérever this may be it will be remote from many of our settle- 
ments and comparatively inaccessible until we have betot facilities 
for travel. 


THE Parte RAILROAD. 


The’ expense and delay attending the construction of the conti- > 
nental railroad upon the proposed northern rotite, and the severity . 
of the climate, are naturally: turning attention to the superior 
. advantages of the thirty-second and thirty-fifth parallels. . When 
_ lately passing through San Francisco and Los -Angeles, I was 
waited upon by numbers of enterprising capitalists who are. fixed 
in the opinion that the only economical and feasible route for this 
grand national highway is through the Territory of Arizona. Itis - 
_ unnecessary to advise you, or to urge our people to the importance 
_of granting every facility and encouragement to those interested 
in the promotion of this great measure, the importance of which, 
in view of the political, commercial, and financial condition of the , 
country, cannot be over: estimated. “ Politically,” in the language 
of another, “it will be a néw-bond, uniting the interests and destinies 
of the Pacific and Atlantic, and_ consolidating the power of the 
nation against foreign enemies and domestic foes. Commercially, 
it is the agent whereby the advantage of occupying a central posi- 
tion between Europe~and Asia can be fully realized, and is the 
, only means of combining the innumerable benefits of a free inter- - 
change of the products of our interior domain with our commercial 
cities on both sides of the continent, and with foreign lands “across 
: both oceans. . Financially, it is the „key with which we will unlock 
the rock- bound vaults of nature, and seize the untold millions of.

gold and silver hoarded by Providence from the creation of the 
world, for the purpose of furnishing the means of accomplishing the 
great destiny He has ordained for us.” The Arizona Railway 
Company, chartered by the First Assembly, was organized in San 
-> Francisco early in the year, and will probably be consolidated with 
companies organized in Kansas, New Mexico, and California, in 
order to the carrying out of the project for a new Pacific road, to 
which I have alluded.

TELEGRAPH. 


This company is now negotiating with parties in New York for 
the-early building of a line of telegraph across Arizona, connecting 
with Los Angeles and Denver via Prescott and Santa Fé. The 
route is considered, even by those interested in the present over- 


land telegraph line, the most practicable and valuable across the ` 


continent, and the wires will be put up at no distant day, thus 


placing us in immediate communication with the great commercial 
cities of both cóasts, and giving us the news of the world without 
a moment’s delay. 


THE MEXICAN REPUBLIC. 


With a border line of some hundreds of miles upon the Republic 
of Mexico, it is natural that we should have a lively interest in the 
aspect of political affairs in that country. Were our neighborhood 
less close, as lovers of justice, friends of constitutional liberty, and 


advocates of the Monroe doctrine, we could but regard with a jealous: 


eye the efforts of a foreign and unscrupulous despot to overthrow 
the liberal power. Within the present year the invading army has 
entered Sonora-and Chihuahua in small numbers, and there is dan- 
ger that the fervent sympathy of our people for the Liberals may 
at any moment lead to a rupture with the French hirelings. While 
our Government is at peace with that of France, the strictest 
neutrality must be observed, however repugnant to the popular 
spirit. It is now generally understood in official circles that the 
President has informed the Third Napoleon, in blunt and unmis- 
takable terms, that the American people will, under no circum- 
stances, submit to the erection of a monarchy upon this continent

NATIONAL AFFAIRS. 


The present year will be ever memorable as having witnessed 
the close of the great civil contest for the life and integrity of the 
American Republic, a contest of greater magnitude and . intensity 
than any other of modern times. The morning of peace, now 
breaking upon the nation,.is full of promise to the Territories. Our - 
heroic volunteer armies disbanded, thousands of young and intelli- 
gent ‘men are looking to the West for their homes and fortunes : 
fond of excitement and adventure, and well prepared, by experience 
in camp and upon the march, for frontier life; they cannot do better 
than to join in the patriotic work of settling, developing, and enno- 
bling these rich and untrodden possessions. With free labor—now 
crowned with new dignity—with true-hearts and laudable ambition, 
_ they may not only contribute to the power and glory of the Great 
Republic by the upbuilding, upon an imperishable basis, of new 
and influential States, but also enjoy a degree of personal inde- 
pendence and a measure of pecuniary success not easily secured i m 
the older and more populous States. 

Regret has been expressed in some quarters that a resolution of 
sympathy with the General Government was not‘adopted by the 
First Assembly. While I attach but little importance to such a 
formality, believing our willing support of the Federal laws, and of. 
those who administer them, a sufficient evidence of our fidelity to 
the Government, I submit that, as other Territories have followed 
such a custom, it might be well for you to honor it by a declaration 
of your confidence in the administration in power. History will 
record, in words of wonder, the fact that, while the nation was . 
waging a gigantic war and taxing its resources to the uttermost, 
, the addition of new Territories and States to the Federal circle 
was uninterrupted. When previous administrations, in days of 
peace and leisure, had denied the prayer of our long suffering - 
pioneers for the establishment of civil government in Arizona, that 
of Abraham Lincoln acceded to it. l 


aras 
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Andrew Johnson, like his just and ‘lamented predecessor, is a 
child of the people: himself a pioneer, he is well fitted to compre- 
hend our needs, and his administration will, I am persuaded, deal. 
justly .and generously with us. His national policy, to this time, 
has been so firm and yet so liberal, that even those whose hostility 
to the North hag been implacable, are accepting it as a basis upon 
which a reconstruction of the rebellious States must be speedily 
and happily secured. Holding to justice and punishment those 
who were leaders in the attempt to overthrow the Government, he 
proposes a magnanimous amnesty to those who were led, and who, 
seeing their error, wish to atone for it by a new and honest devo- 
tion to the constitution and the laws. His ambition seems to be to 
insure harmony and prosperity throughout the Republic, with the ` 
least possible delay. In this spirit of “ malice toward none and 
charity for all,’ whatever our political sentiments in the past, we 
must, if we love our whole country and seek its future grandeur 
and well being, most cheerfully and heartily concur.

In conclusion, I congratulate you upon the improved state of 
national affairs, and the happy influence which the same must have 
upon the future of all the States and Territories of the redeemed 
Union. The war has not shattered shackles more completely than 
it has parties. The great disturbmg element having providentially 
been removed from the nation, the merry bells proclaim liberty and 
brotherhood throughout the land unto all the mhabitants thereof. A 
new era is begun. It were folly to bemoan the dead past. The 
living present and the hastening future demand our best energies.

I have the honor to inform the ‘Legislative’ Assembly that the 
arms, equipments, and ammunition, named in said resolution, cannot 


be procured in kind. 


A part of the ammunition was used by the Pima and Maricopa 
Indians in a campaign against the Apaches, as stated in a commu- 
nication made by me to the last Legislature, on this subject. ,:For 
the residue of the ammunition, and for all the arms and equipments, 
Wittam 8. Oury, Esq., of Tucson, receipted and became respon- - 
sible. He does not need his liability, and is ready to respond 


therefor. 


The resolution gives no specific instructions for making such set- 
tlement, and names no sum which would be considered an equiva- 
lent in value. There is no fixed market value for such articles in

I thank you for your kind expression of feeling toward myself, 
manifested in the resolution you have just adopted. I can only 
say that when in accordance with your wishes I accepted the 
position of presiding officer of this body, I did so with diffidence, on 
account of my limited experience in legislative matters and par- 
lhamentary usages. In all my decisions and rulings, I have en- 
deavored to conform to the rules adopted for the government of 
the Council, and I take pride in referring to the fact that no appeal ` 
has been taken from those decisions during the session. It is also 
a source of gratification to me that no question has been decided _ 
by my vote in such a manner as to injure the feelings of any mem- 
ber of the Council—that your debates have been so 0 free from’ per- 
sonalities that no member has during the session been called to order, 
either by another member or by the presiding officer. In conse- 
quence of the non-attendance of some of the members of the 
Council, and the resignation of the presiding officer of ithe last ses- 
sion, it has been’ necessary that every member present at the organ- 
ization should attend daily, in order to form a quorum; for “the 
_promptness with which you have met at the usual hour of meeting, 
you are entitled to praise, and I congratulate you on the fact that 
sickness has not prevented any member from performing his duties. 
The labors of the members on committees have been more continuous 
and severe than if the Council had been full.

_ ity you have displayed in this regard merits commendation. The | 
laws enacted by the present Legislative Assembly have not been as 
numerous nor as lengthy as those of last year ; but some important 
measures have beeh considered, and the delicate task of amending 
laws passed at the last session has been attended to with carefulness, 
and with regard only for general interest.

Agriculture 
must become one of the greatest resources of this Territory, and 
should at once have the strong arm of the: Government thrown 
around it, to enable the people to become self-sustaining, and not be 
compelled to import, at the highest prices, produce which they can 
raise within their own territory. Under the present unfavorable 
circumstances, the producer’s hopes for an abundant and remun- 
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erative crop are blighted by inroads made continually by the lurk- 
ing, relentless savage. — 

_Arizona comprises some of the most fertile valleys on the Pacific 
coast, and no State or Territory in: the Union affords greater facili- 
ties for ` grazing. The climate is most salubrious and inviting to the 
agriculturist ; vegetables of all kinds can be raised in the greatest 
abundance, and of the most excellent quality. Small grain of all 
kinds is raised with success, and sugar cane is cultivated exten- 
sively. In Pah-Ute county sugar mills and refiners have been 
erected for the manufacture of sugar and syrup, which have proven 
a success, giving the proprietors ample reward for their investments. 
Cotton and tobacco can be raised in parts of the Territory, with 
profit to the producers, and will yet become the staple products of 
some portions of the Territory. Agriculture being the heart and 
vitality of the Territory, it -should be better ‘guarded, and more 
amply provided for than any other branch of business. From its 
present morbid condition in some portions of Arizona, we beg leave 
to report the necessity of troops being established in the vicinity of 
all the agricultural districts, and we would recommend the pro- 
priety of bringing the subject to the consideration of the military 
commander of this Department.

_ Srr—I return, without my signature, the Joint Resolution pro- 
viding additional compensation for the Secretary of the Council, 
Clerk of the House of Representatives, and other attachés of the 
two houses. Iam aware that the Clerks, as well as the members, 
have much to do, and receive an inadequate compensation, but I am 
unwilling, in the present state of the Territorial finances, and when 
the Legislature has urged retrenchment and economy, to encourage 
the expenditure of å single dollar that is not absolutely necessary 
to the well-being of the Territory: The Clerks sought their places 
with a full knowledge of what compensation they were to receive, 
_ and if it has not been sufficient to satisfy them, it is certainly not 
the fault of the Legislative Assembly, or of the Territory.: The 
aggregate sum voted to be given under the resolution in question is - 
about seven hundred ($700) dollars, or nearly two-thirds as much 
asthe total amount of taxes collected. in the Territory during the 
past year. It is true that large tax receipts are counted upon for 
the-ensuing year, but there are various claims authorized by the 
+ last Legislature -yet unpaid, including a balance of seven hundred 
and seventy-seven ($777) dollars of the whole ‘sum of one thousand 
and thirty-seven ($1,037) dollars voted by that body as additional 
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compensation to its Clerks. These demands upon the treasury, and 
. others allowed by the present Legislature, are so numerous and 
have been so much complained of, [am convinced that, upon re- 
flection, the honorable members who have passed the bill now re- 
turned, and the clerks for whose benefit it was prepared, no less 
than the tax-payers at large, will justify me in pronouncing it un- 
timely and declining to give it my approval. .

During the year past the Yavapais, formerly living in the county 
of Yavapai, have removed to a temporary reservation, provided for ` 
them, near La Paz, by the Superintendent of Indian , Affairs, and 
said Superintendent asks that a permanent reservation be there fixed 
for them. - Your committee deem a reservation- upon the Lower 
Gila, between Grinnell’s Station.and Antelope Peak, for the Yava- 
pais, Pah-Utes, and Hualapais, and such of the Apaches as may be 
induced to lead peaceful lives, as much more desirable.. Already 
a large number of Indians are resident upon the Colorado, quite as . 
many as the white residents thereon desire to make room for, and 
the Colorado is not nearly so well suited for easy, économical, and 
‘successful irrigation as the Gila at the point named. 

The reservation should be large, and with proper tools and seeds, 
under efficient superintendence, the Indians will seldom, if ever, 
fail to. produce large and profitable crops. The section of the Ter- 
ritory.is one not likely to be-occupied by the whites, and is yet easy 
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of access and remote from the hostile Indian country. The great — 
majority of the Apaches are, as heretofore, antagonistic to the - 
whites and relentless in thir depredations. The various civil and 
military expeditions organized. against them within the year have 
dealt them many severe blows. The erection of the Territory into 
a separate military district, under the command of a competent 
General,.and the presence of an increased number of troops, have 
been.productive of good results. New posts have been established, 
and a general campaign against the Apaches, involving movements 
from all parts of the Territory, is now begun. It is the judgment 
of the General commanding, in which we concur, that the number 
of troops should still be increased. Itis his opinion that at least 
twenty-eight full companies should be distributed throughout the 
District, as follows: At Fort Yuma, Fort Mohave, Date Creek, 
Fort Rock Spring, or some point on the Mohave road ; Maricopa - 
Wells, Tucson, Fort Bowie, and Camp Lincoln, on the Verde, each 
one company; Calabasas and Fort McDowell, each four companies ; 
Fort Goodwin and Fort Whipple, each three companies; Old Fort 
Breckinridge and a post to be established east of the Verde, on 
Lake Carleton, each two companies. Of these, four should be - 
cavalry, to be stationed at Calabasas, Fort McDowell, Fort Whipple, 
and Lake Carleton. Two more companies of infantry could be well 
disposed of in detachments for the protection of minor points. A 
much larger number of troops could be used to advantage, but your 
committee have concluded to ask for only such as are really need- 
ful, and to this end they submit herewith a memorial to the Congress 
of the United States, asking that an increase in the military force in 
the Territory be made, and requesting the creation of the proposed 
reservation for friendly Indians. l

` To all whom it may concern : 


Wuereas, In and by the first Section of the twenty-fourth 
‘Chapter of the Code of Arizona, entitled “ Of General and Special 
Elections,” it is enacted that ‘there shall be held throughout the 
Territory, on the first Wednesday in September of each year, the 
first of which.shall be held in the year one/thousand eight hundred 
_ and sixty-five, an election for members of the Legislative Assembly 

and such,officers as may be Fequired by law to be chosen at such 
election, to be called the general election.” 

AND WHEREAS, By the third Section of said Chapter, it is fur- 
ther enacted, that “it shall be the duty of the Governor, at léast 

thirty days before any general election, to ‘issue his proclamation, 
designating the offices to be filled at each election.” ` 
` - Now, in pursuance of the duty enjoined upon me as aforesaid, I 
hereby designate the offices to be filled at the election to ue holden 
on the first Wednesday of September next, as follows, viz 

A Delegate to the Congress of the United - ‘States, for the term 
commencing on the 4th day of March, a.D. 1865. 

The County of Pima shall élect one member of the Legislative 
- Council, in place of Hon. Mark Aldrich, resigned, and nine mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives. 

The County of Yuma shall elect one member of the Legislative ` 
Council, in place of Hon. José M. Redondo, resigned, and three 
members of the House of Representatives. 

The County of Mohave shall elect one member of the iee 
Council, in place of Hon. George W: Leihy, appointed Superin- 
. tendent ‘of Indian Affairs, and swo members of the House of Repre- 


- sentatives. 
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The County of Yavapai shall elect oni members of the House 
_of Representatives. 

And each of said counties shall eléct one County Treasurer, one 
Sheriff, one County Recorder, and one Coroner. 

And every precinct in each of said counties shall elect one and 
not more than two Constables, and two Justices of the Peace; and 
m each such precinct containing a population of more than eight 
hundred persons—to be: ascertained by the Probate Court, there 
shall be one additional Justice’elected.
